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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 





Keene, N. H., May 1, 1885. 
To the Citizens of Cheshire County : 


The annual report of the business affairs of the county 
under our supervision, with the reports, as prescribed by law, 
of other county officers, for the year ending April 30, 1885, 
_we herewith respectfully submit: 


THE COUNTY DEBT. 


Since the last annual report the indebtedness of the county 
has been considerably increased by the cost incurred by the 
erection of a new jail and house of correction. However, 
the increase is not so large as was generally anticipated. 

The interest-bearing indebteness May 1, 1885, is $43,500 ; 
there is $4,130.89 cash in the treasury, which leaves the 
actual indebtedness $39,369.11 against $22,848.18 at the 
beginning of the year, an increase of $16,520.93. There 
are few, if any, outstanding claims to come in to increase 
this amount. ‘The entire cost of erecting and furnishing the 
new county buildings having been paid in full. 

There are two bonds of $5000 each outstanding, one 
matures October 1, 1885, and the other October 1, 1886. 
The one that is due next October has been provided for in 
the appropriations for the present year. The balance of the 
debt, $33,500, is in notes payable in 1885-6, bearing 4 and 
4 1-2 per cent. interest. 
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We do not apprehend that the Treasurer will meet with 
any difficulty in renewing these bonds or negotiating new 
ones with other parties at the same, and possibly at a less 
rate of interest. In our recommendation to the county con- 
vention of the sum necessary to be raised for each of the 
two years next following May 1, 1886, we have provided for 
the payment of $7000 of the debt each year. 

The appropriation for pauper expenses for the two years 
last past have been insufficient, and consequently there is a 
large deficit, the cause of this we referred to in our last 
annual report. 

It is wholly attributable to the passage of the act of 1883, 
abolishing all town settlements gained prior to January 1, 
1870, which practically made the county chargeable for the 
support of a greater part of the poor that had previously 
been supported by the towns. Before the passage of the act | 
the appropriations for pauper expenses‘to May 1, 1886, had 
been made, and no additional appropriation was afterwards 
voted ; and the expenses since the passage of the act have 
exceeded the appropriations by the sum of $7,910.16. There 
is no reason to expect that the expenses for the relief of our 
unfortunate poor will be less the ensuing year than they 
have been in the year last past,—in fact the total cost will 
probably be greater,—the appropriation is two hundred dol- 
lars less, hence the present deficit is likely to be increased 
by the end of the next fiscal year to nearly $12,000. 

By authority of the Supreme Court, the Treasurer has 
borrowed, on the credit of the county, $8000 to meet this 
extra pauper expense which now makes more than one-fifth 
part of our debt. . 

This large increase does not represent an additional bur- + 
den upon the tax payers of the county, it is merely an 
expense that has been transferred under the new law from 
the several towns and made chargeable to the county. By 
the change the pauper expenses of the towns are certainly as 
much less as that of the county is greater. In point of fact, 
the burden is less, as it really does not cost the county as 
much to provide for the same persons as it did the towns 
before the passage of the act. 
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The report of the Treasurer shows a large decrease In the 
court expenses compared with either of the two years last 
past. 


JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


Previous to the last annual report, measures had been 
taken by the county convention to erect a new jail and house 
of correction, the site had been determined and the land 
purchased, the appropriation made and the Commissioners 
instructed to build. We are pleased to report at this time 
that the Commissioners have carried out the instructions of 
the convention, completed the work they were authorized to 
do, and the buildings have been furnished so far as required 
by the county, and opened to receive those committed for 
offences punishable by imprisonment, or for safe keeping. 

The land and buildings, including the furnishing of the 
same. have cost the county the sum of $31,297.94, this 
amount includes over $400 expended in filling and grading 
the grounds outside of the buildings, which seemed evidently 
necessary to fit them to be occupied. 

The total appropriation, in addition to the sum for which 
the old jail property might be sold, which we were authorized 
to use, was $28,500. The old jail property sold for $5700, 
which increased the appropriations and made the total 
amount at the disposal of the Commissioners, ‘with which to 
purchase the land, erecting the buildings, including the 
stable, as per plans accepted, and furnish the same, $34,500. 
It is gratifying to the Commissioners to be able to report to 
the convention and the citizens of the county, that, of the 
sum placed at their disposal, there is left a balance of 
$3,203.06, and we trust it will be equally gratifying to them 
that our county debt has only been increased $16,520.93 
during the year, and that the change has been made from 
the loathsome and indictable old jail to the wholesome, airy, 
well-ventilated and heated buildings at the head of Wash- 
ington street. 

The only disturbing question to be settled in connection

with the new quarters for our convicts is, ‘*‘ At what work 
can their labor be best utilized?” 


SHERIFF’S ACCOUNTS. 


It has been the practice in this county as in nearly all of 
the other counties in the State, since the act of 1873, for the 
Sheriff, once or more times each year, to submit to the 
County Commissioners instead of the Supreme Court, as 
before the act of 1873, a detailed statement of all services 
of himself or of his deputies, with which the county is 
chargeable ; but at our last April term of court the practice 
was changed and they are now submitted, except attendance 
at court, incidental court expenses and fees in justice and 
police court cases, to the County Solicitor, who examines 
and allows and the Court orders payment. This new method 
is sure to lead to difficulty and should be changed. Either 
the Court should draw all orders in payment of the Sheriff's 
account, or the Commissioners, otherwise orders in payment 
of the same services may be drawn by the Commissioners 
and also by the Court. This actually happened in two 
accounts settled at the April term. _

THE COUNTY FARM. 


The countyfarm and almshouse has been under the super- 
vision of Mr. and Mrs. Asa A, Whitman, assisted by Mr. 
G. H. Butterfield and Mrs. Ada J. Higley. The manage- 
ment has been very satisfactory, and indeed creditable to 
Mr. and Mrs. Whitman, it being their first year’s experience 
in the institution. The average number of inmates has been 
larger than usual, and there has been considerable sickness, 
and quite a number of deaths among the aged inmates. The 
number of incurable insane and imbecils is quite large, and 
the accommodations for this class are limited, as there are 
only a few single rooms, making it annoying and difficult to 
manage them. There ought to be more single rooms, and 
at least one or two water closets more accessible than those 
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in the wash-house outside of the main building, for the 
accommodation of the aged and infirm. 

There are a few single rooms in the attic of the Aiaeharee: 
that were fitted up and have been used for the last ten years 
for the confinement of convicts sentenced to the house of 
correction, a part of which can be used for the purpose for 
which single rooms are required, as hereafter the greater 
part of our convicts will be kept in the house of correction 
at Keene, and only now and then a few sent here, when 
their labor can be better utilized upon the farm than else- 
where. 

There has been three dry seasons that have cut short the 
productions of the farm, and it has been necessary to pur- 
chase a large amount of grain in order to keep the usual 
amount of stock. The pasturing also has been insufficient, 
and the Superintendent has been obliged to get a few cattle 
pastured outside the farm. To the several successive dry 
seasons is attributable, in part, the increased cost per week 
for keeping the poor that will be noticed in a statement that 
follows. ‘The dry seasons have also seriously effected the 
supply of water to the institution, so that the Superintendent 
was obliged to increase it by sinking a new reservoir well 
about the same size as the old one and some forty or fifty 
rods above it. It is thought that this additional reservoir 
will be sufficient to give an ample supply. 

Mr. and Mrs. Whitman will continue in charge of the insti- 
tution, aided by the same assistants, and we trust with 
equal success, and that their reputation for patient, kind and 
humane treatment of the poor unfortunate ones placed under 
their care, will not be less gratifying to those interested in its 


management.
